Safflower Unsuitable 


One of the crops receiving attention 
in Alberta during recent years is sat: | 
flower, an oil seed crop which has! 
been cultivated in India and Bgypt for 
some time. A quantity of seed was. 
imported by the Department of Field) 
Crops, University of Alberta, and the> 
var'ous Experimental Stations ~ were 
invited to cooperate intesting this new 
crop. When all reports were collected 
Dr. Aamodt concluded that safflower, 
was definitely too late in maturing for 
Alberta conditions, that the crop was 
very difficult to handle and that the 
quality of the seed produced when the. 
crop matures late appears to be un- 
satisfactory. 

At Beaverlodge the seed was sown 
April 10 and harvested October 10, be- 


ing still immature. In comparison, 
Premost flax was sown May 15 and 


matured September 2. The safflower 
seed produced was of very low quality 
and germinated only 8 per cent. Ed- 
monton, Lacombe, Olds and other 
points reported quite as adversely.

Merits and Demerits of Reward 


Considerable prejudice has developed 
against Reward wheat as a cropper. 
It has been condemned as being a low, 
yielder, subject to smut, not early 
enough, of uneven straw length, prone 
to shattering, hard to thresh and irre- 


gular in ripening, resulting in green 
kernels that lower the grade, Some 
of the criticisms are partly true; 


others untrue or grossly exaggerated. 
At thee? Ilustration Stations in the 
Peace Reward has during three years 
everaged about ten per cent lower in 
yie’d than Garnet but has graded bet- 
ter. When the seed has been carefully 
t-eated the crop has been free of bunt. 
Tt is about two days later than Garnet, 
but u ually four to six days ahead of 
Mercu's. It is hard to separate com- 
nie‘ely and for this reason often 
discounted in yield. It costs at least 

cent bushel! more than Garnet to 
thresh pronerly. It is not very prone 
to shattering, although a little waste 
may occur with almost any variety.

Overheated Chimney 


Experience is an effective but ex- 
pensive teacher, hence it pays to share 
her lessons. On Friday, April 6, the 
main building at the Substation nar- 
rowly escaped destruction by fire in- 
duced by a hot chimney. A large stove 
in the workroom had been burning 
strongly all day for the sterilization of 
soil samples. The fire seemed no hot- 
ter than others on previous occasions 
and no change had been made in the! 
construction, which had stood for four- 
teen years; but there is an adage 
about the pitcher going too often to 
the well. In late afternoon a sus: | 
gestion of charring was detected by 
one or more employees, but suspicions | 
were not particularly aroused. A 
chance entry to the building just after 
quitting time discovered the office 
clouded with smoke under the ceiling. 
Energetic action with fire extinguish- 
ers, tools, etc., saved the day and no 
serious damage was done, though 
when the Superintendent and _ his; 
Assistant returned at 11 p.m, from a 
lecture appointment the bricks were 
still uncomfortably hot. 

The chimney had been well built 
and was in good condition, with no 
leakages whatever, The fire plainly 
resulted from conduction of heat 
through the material of the’ chimney 
charring to the glowing point the wood 
built against it at ceilings, partitions, 
etc,, and setting fire to paper, beaver- 
board, ete. Half an hour later and 
the fire would have been out of hand, 
with thousands of dollars’ worth of 
equipment, seed, records, ete.,, going up 
in smoke and with very grave danger 
of destruction of house and other 
buildings as well. 

The building had been erected by a 
first-class carpenter and only a few 
weeks ago the chimney had been in- 
spected by an experienced contractor, 
who pronounced everything safe, He 
observed at the time that insurance 
regulations now require a clearance 
all around a chimney so as to prevent 
parting of the bricks through settling, 
and it had been intended shortly to 


have this change made, although no 
immediate necessity for it was ap- 
parent. Innumerable buildings ant 


chimneys have been erected as this one 
was and the chimney would doubtles« 
have withstood any ordinary firiny; 
but in this case the stove was a larg? 
one, with only a very short stove- 
pipe leading into the chimney at its 
base, The chimney had been regular), 
swept and it is not thought that a seer 
fire could have caused the trouble, On 
three sides of the chimney boards in 
contact with it were charred black. 
How many mysterious fires may ha « 
occurred in Uke manner no one knows, 

Walls and ceilings abutting the 


chimney have been re-framed to allow 
an inch of clearance all around thy 
bricks.

HELP EGG PRODUCTION 


Two factors that have most to do 
with the revenue from eggs are the 
prices received and the rate of pro-| 
duction. Unfortunately, the price 
paid for the product is not always 
subject to the will of the poultryman, 
but the rate of production is in the 
hands of him alone. A much highei 
yield is within reach of any breeder 
who will give some care to his flock. 
A good male has been known to pay 
for himself many times over. At one 
of the Dominion Experimental Branch 


farms, a careful selection of breeders 
has resulted in an average increase 
over five years of 7 ges per hen, the 
production being raised from 141 to 
214. The Egg Laying contests also 
have demonstrated what is possible to 
be done in good farm flocks. Since 
the contests started in 1919 the aver- 
age yield has increased from 120 to 
178. The average production in the 
1931-32 contests was 175 eges, and as 
this average was taken from a total 
| of 4,370 birds, entered by 437 breeders 
in the 18 contests throughout the 
whole Dominion, the aver may be 
taken as fair for the better classes of

000,000 bushels. of which the Argen- 
tine got 110,000,000. To the end of 
February she had already exported 
65,000,000 bushels.
